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WHAT WILL AVIATION HRING? 

The stale conference recently called by 
Governor BottoIfKon to consider the post-war 
potentialities of nvlntlon In Idftho opened the 
eyes of all In attendance, Including the dele- 
gation Irom Twin Falls. 

From practically at] sections of the state. 
Interested groups went to the Bolso meeting 
to Ffct first hand Informntlon on what to ex- 
pect In the way of private and commercial 
flying after the war Is over. These are but 
. a few of the random conclusions that could 
be drawn from that conference: 

Five thousand applications to establish air 
feeder lines all over the United States are 
already on flte In WnshliiBton. . . . these In- 
clude applications to serve practically all of 
Idaho. . , . most of the first clasa mall will 
be carried by plane in the near future .... 
private planes that are practically Ippr'proof 
will be available at nominal cost f or'^oll who 
wish to take to the air ... . airports of some 
description must be established in nearly 
every community, even the smallest towns, 
to take advantage of all these developments 
.... and flying will be faster, much more 
economical, and as aatc or safer than any 
other method of transportation. 

Not all of the delegations to the Boise con- 
ference were as much concerned about the 
future of aviation aa was the group from 
Twin Falls, because most ol the cities repre- 
sented already have modem airports. These 
other cities have Jumped that hurdle and 
are now prepared to mahe the most of their 
opportunities. 

Twin Falls unfortunately still faces the 
problem of getting an adequate airport Be- 
fore It can even hope to get so much as a 
foothold for the race that Is to take place In 
the development of aviation. Located as we 
are, this Is a logical stopplng-off place be- 
tween Salt Lake City, Pocatcllo and Boise, 
and In that Tespect we have a natural ad- 
vantage which should not bo overlooked. 

We also have this assurance: The present 
city acimlnistratl6n Is working diligently to 
get a standard airport at the earliest oppor- 
tunity, and In this cllort it has' the active 
support o( the Chamber of Commerce. Plans 
arc taking definite shape and the outlook 
Isn't hopeless by any means. But Indications 
are that this will be our last chance to pre- 
pare ourselves for the cnangcs that are bound 
to come. 

All of the Twin Falli civic organizations 
and the people generally should keep this in 
mind. When the opportunity finally presents 
Itsctf for us to have an airport that will meet 
our needs, lot's make sure that we get it Ir- 
. r espectlvo of the cost which I p any_gvje.nt- 
w'ould be small In comparison to what wo 
would lose without It, 



THE PATTON INCIDENT 
No wartime Incident since Pearl Harbor 
perhaps has aroused more public reaction 
than has the behavior ol Lieut. Oen, George 
S. Fatten, Jr„ who cuffed one soldier suffer- 
ing from a nervous disorder and upbraided 
another In what General Elsenhower called 
"aii unseemly and Indefensible manner." 

We have no Intention of defending Gen- 
eral Patton, other than to point out several 
conclusions that can be drawn. It wl|l be 
difficult for anyone to offer eatlsfactory ex- 
. cuses for such conduct by a man who should 
symbolize military discipline la a free coun- 
try. 

. This occurrence has demonstrated conclu- 
sively that no matter how big, Important, 
powerful or well trained a man may be, he 
can make mistakes — and bad daes at that.' 
As his nickname "old blood and guts" Im- 
plies. Patton no doubt Is a tough hombre, 
and with him the whole buUd-up may have 
. become an obsessloh. Perhaps it was high 
time for him to be put in his place, and time, 
too, will tell whether Oeneral Elsenhower- 
has made a good and Just decision by keep- 
ing Patton Qt hla command. 

Of course Patton's apologies are embar- 
rassing lor a man of his military etature, but 
these apologies are small recompense lor the 
harm ho has done to a "state of discipline 
based on mutual respect." It still remains 
to be seen how Patton will carry out his 
orders to maka amends to the Individuals 
Involved and, 11 necessary, "to his whole 
army.v 

One thing we can be thankful for In ihia 
-country. The truth will atUl cqme out In aplto 
of all Rttompts. to hush It. 'And this whole 
amoUy affair should be ample warning to 
all blg-wIgs— military, governmental and 
otherwise — that the American people have 
no Intention of tolerating within their own 
- ranks the very sort of thing we are fightlnff.
